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TOBACCO AND THE HEART. 


A D o c to r G le e t W h a t Ile C alla C old 
F a cta A b ou t Sm oking:. 
"I don’t like to upset a cherished 
tradition, ” said a doctor who is him ­ 
self a devotee of the weed, “ but the 
talk ono hears of nicotine saturating the 
systems of smokers is mostly rot. Nico­ 
tine is a deadly poison 
One drop of it 
will make a good sized mastiff turn up 
his toes if injected subcutaneously, and 
it would take precious little of it to 
kill a man. 
The truth is that very lit­ 
tle is absorbed, even by the most con­ 
firmed smokers. Now and then you read 
of men who die from excessive tobacoo 
using and are found on autopsy to be 
literally reeking with nicotine. 
All 
rubbish. Nothing of the kind ever hap­ 
pened. 
“ Again, i t ’s a favorite experiment to 
blow smoke through a handkerchief, 
and the stain that is produced is popu­ 
larly supposed to be made by nicotine. 
It is really oil of tobacco, which is a 
horse of quite a different color. No, the 
chief harm done by smoking is the 
stimulus which it gives to the heart. 
This is particularly true of cigarette 
smoking, where ‘inhaling’ is nearly al­ 
ways practiced. 
“ Each Limo the smoke is inhaled it 
acts as a slight spur to the heart, and, 
needless to say, there is sure to be a re­ 
action. If the smoker is in good general 
health, he will probably never feel it, 
but if he isn’t there will be periods of 
profound depression, and, not knowing 
the cause, he is apt to try to braoe up 
on a drink, which makes matters just 
that much worse.

Iadfenapdfe, March I.—The Indian­ 
apolis streetcar bill passed the acuate 
yesterday by a vote of 48 to 3. 
Senators 
Corr, Inman and Winfield opposing it. 
The Hammond harbor fell came be­ 
fore the senate on a divided committee 
report. 
Both reports favored the bill 
w ith amendments. 
The bill will proba­ 
bly pass, provided the people of Ham­ 
mond do not petition to have it kjJled in 
view of the amendments, which may 
prove disagreeable. 
It was pointed out that the city of 
Hammond woald have the right to con­ 
demn any and all property which stood 
in the way of the two canals proposed, 
whether that property be a home, an 
office building, a railroad bridge or an 
aquaduct. 
The senate is not too friend­ 
ly to the bill, ami any great remon­ 
strance from Hammond people will suf­ 
fice to kill it. 
The Knotts bill providing that the 
sale of reclaimed swamp lands shall ap­ 
ply to the drainage aud improvement of 
the Kankakee valley was killed by the 
houso. 
The Noel antilynching law passed the 
house without opposition. 
This bill is 
nearly the same as the one suggested by 
the governor, but which failed to pass 
the house early in the session. 
It de­ 
fines the crime of lynching, fixes death 
or life imprisonment as the penalty, pro 
vides that lynchers may be prosecuted 
on indictment or information, aud a1 
lows the sheriff to call to his aid any 
citizen he may he able to summon. 
The senate passed the bill for a state 
fee and salary commission after a long 
wrangle. 
The opponents argued that such 
commission is a useless institution, and 
would be subject to great abuse, bribery 
etc. 
The commission Is to make recoin 
mendations with respect to th© salary of 
every publio office in the state. 
Bills war* parsed by thy bouse as fol­ 
low*: Allowing counties to use voting 
machines at their option; extending the
